One  of  these  days... 


I  took  our  to- year -old  daughter  to 
a  Texas  Rangers  baseball  game  a 
few  weeks  ago.  Just  the  two  of  us. 
Our  other  three  children  were  home 
with  my  wife.  For  nearly  four  hours, 
r»  *r  -nt  time  together  in  the  ear  and 
at  the  stadium.  My  phone  stayed  in  my 
pocket  except  for  taking  and  posting  a 
fewphotos. 

The  value  of  that  time  at  the  game 
was  priceless.  Had  it  not  been  for 
a  letter  our  12-year-old,  our  oldest 
daughter,  penned  to  my  mother,  this 
moment  would  never  have  happened. . 
Back  in  November,  as  the  kids  were 
making  out  their  Christmas  wish  lists, 
she  wrote  a  letter  asking  my  parents 
to  buy  me  season  tickets  to  the  Texas 
Rangers  for  Christmas. 

Her  motives  were  pure.  She  knew  how 
much  1  loved  watching  the  Rangers  on 
television.  We  went  to  a  few  games  last 
season  and  loved  every  minute.  The  final 
reason  that  tugged  at  our  heartstrings 
was  when  she  said  she  missed  being  able 
to  go  with  me  to  a  game  —  just  the  two  of 
us  —  and  spend  time  together. 

This  season  I  started  the  summer-long 
goal  of  taking  each  of  my  four  children  to 
at  least  one  baseball  game,  by  ourselves. 

Our  second  daughter  was  overjoyed 
about  the  opportunity  to  go  first.  She  has 
a  memory  of  getting  a  ball  at  the  game 
that  will  never  fade.  1  even  stopped  on 
the  way  home  at  10  p.m.  to  get  ice  cream 
—  something  only  a  dad  would  do.  Most 
of  all,  we  simply  spent  time  together. 

We  talked.  We  listened  We  slowed  down. 
If  your  family  life  is  anything  like 
ours,  you  are  busy.  Between  work, 
school,  church,  sports  practices,  and 
countless  other  activities,  it  can  be  diffi¬ 
cult  to  slow  down  and  enjoy  being  in  the 
presence  of  our  children.  However,  my 
oldest  daughter's  letter  and  my  second 
daughter’s  wy  demonstrate  that  we  often 
forget  the  value  of  time.

ministry.  Be  sure  to  thank  those  individuals  who 
serve  on  the  cemetery  committee  at  your  church.
